The Entertainer- Royale 1/12. 5 pro and 2 con-Times, 
Mirror-filed on John Osborne's play starring Laurence Olivier, 
produced by David Merrick and staged by Tony Richardson, Two 
of the five pro votes were raves, Journal American and World 
Telegram & Sun, the other three had mild reservations about 
the play but okayed it for Olivier's performance, Magical the- 
atre, superlatively performed, rates McClain, Journal American, 
while Aston, WTS, billed it as high drama and high theatre, Of 
the milder viewpoint, Kerr, Herald Tribune, noted play itself 
has serious problems that will make some find it monotonous 
and trying. But for him acting of Olivier, Brenda de Banzie and 
strong ending made event electrifying. Chapman, News, thought 
writing a brilliant stunt for Olivier, but though there was little 
shading to be found in the brilliance. Watts, Post,termed script 
a series of portraits rather than a play providing star with opp- 
ortunity for one of his most brilliant performances, Dissenters 
Atkinson, Times, and Coleman, Mirror, vetoed show for diverse 
reasons, Former admitted star is versatile, but thought play a 
tired, hollow allegory.

first play presented in NYC in 1732, was panned as being unfunny and 
poorly presented, Whatever fun there was in the frequently ribald 
tale was set upon with the deadweight of ineptitude, leveled Funke, 
Times. Beckley, Herald Tribune, okayed several of the performers, 
but feared the variety of acting styles on-stage, including some mis- 
placed exuberance, proved that the actors were out of their class.

Except for the refurbishing of the ANTA Theatre several years 
ago, there are no other rurnors and/or plans for any new theatre 
building in NYC, The success of the venture, with its higher 
priced mezzanine seats in which smoking will be permitted, 
may encourage the owners of the new theatre--Dowling, White- 
head, Stevens, Zeckendorf--to rebuild other moth-eaten NY 
houses, No other group seems the least bit interested, 


The honor to the famed acting team is well-deserved, 
though we can't imagine anyone calling the new house by its 
full name, 


Theatre coverage gets its fair share of the NY press 
because it is news, But the coverage of top replacements in 
long run shows is not news, judging from the usual lack of 
reviews on the newcomers, Greer Garson's assumption of 
the title role in Auntie Mame has so far been covered by 
two evening papers, Sally Ann Howes introduction to a top 
role in My Fair Lady by one evening paper, the entirely new 
set of leads in Tossa of Love were reviewed by none. Even 
the presentation of Noel Coward and Eva Gabor in Present 
Laughter was skipped by all but the diligent Variety mugg. 
iffor no other reason but to keep the record and the quote ads 
straight, the daily papers should do their best to keep up with 
current reviews of current performers. Reviews filed on per- 
formers long since gone are meaningless. 


Several plans are being discussed to take Off Broad- 
way on tiie road, Stamford, Conn, and Allentown, Penn. pro- 
ducers are seeking support to line up series of Off Broadway 
productions, With the proper support and promotion from all 
unions concerned such a pioneering project could be of imm- 
ense value. It would be a pity if the plans got no further than 
the talking stages due to excessive demands of craft unions.
